American River Drainage Area—Views 
of a Well known mining Expert

The slicken* case—the care cf The People 
vs. Tli9 Gold Run Ditch and Mining Com­ 
pany—was re-urned in Department Two of 
the Superior Court yes'.erday at 9:30 A. M. 
Walter A. Skidmore, beiDg called and 
sworn on behilf of the defendant, in answer 
to questions by Mr. Dibble, testified as fol­ 
lows: Reside in San Francisco. Have re­ 
sided in California sicca 1857. I am Secre­ 
tary of the Minera’ Association. My busi­ 
ness is a mining expert. For sixteen years I 
have been engaged in various capacities—as a 
deputy cf the Commissioner of Mining Statis­ 
tics, and specially employed by the Treasury 
Department. I waseight year* with the Com- 
miesionarof Mining Statistics,and subsequent­ 
ly held other positions under the Government. 
I am thoronghly familiar with mining and 
the condition of the mining industry in Cali­ 
fornia. I have had occasion in my business 
to examine hydraulic mining. Have ex­ 
amined many hundreds of them—perhaps a 
thousand. H y examinations have covered 
the drainage area of the American and Sacra­ 
mento rivers. 
Question—What is hydraulic mining ? 
Answer—It is projecting water by hy­ 
draulic foroe upoD a bank of earth. 
Q —W hat is drift mining ? 
A.—The term drift is simply mechanical. 
Drift mining is hydraulic mining. The term 
drifting relates to the method of extracting 
the dirt from the mine. The same force 13 ap­ 
plied to it. It is washed by water and run 
through flumes. 
Q.—Explain what you mean by the eame 
f :rce ? 
A.—A head of water is used, and under 
pressure it is projected against a mass of diit 
that has been taken out. The term drift 
refers simply to the mechanical operation, 
Q.—What is the difference between placer, 
drift and hydraulic mining? 
A.—The placers are surface grounds that are 
mined. They are washed sometimes in locg- 
toms, without the projection of this force of 
water. The gold rxLta on the surface of the 
ground, and it is very easily removed. 
Q —What are necessary elements in min­ 
ing ?A.—Water : as far as I know. 
Q —W hat with reference to cutlet and 
dump? 
A.—Well, an outlet is absolutely necessary 
to the successful ope ration of a mine. There 
must be fall. That is the case in all mining. 
NeccB3ari y there must be an outltt, else your 
mine would be closed. 
Q —What do you mean by dump ? 
A.—I mean a place lower Vertically than 
the place where the pay dirt is found. There 
must be some place lower, where it ii de- 
roaited. I call that a dump. There must 
be some place uf that character else mining 
could not be continued, 
Q.—To what extent has ths dump-right 
been recognized in the State ? 
A.—It has been acknowledged without any 
dispute—the right to dump. It ia the com- 
m.on practice and habit of miners to so use 
tbeir ground. 
Q.—The words slickens and debris have 
been used in this case. Explain what they 
mean? 
A —The word aückens, I think, is synono- 
moue with the term silt or alluvium. It it 
fine material. Debris is a heavier and coarsc-r 
material—more in the nature of boulders and 
sands. 
Q.—Where do there materials emanate 
from ? 
A.—They emanate from various canses. 
1’artly they come from the processes of 
nature; thfy come from agriculture; they 
are the effects of civilization, the cultivation 
of the soil, ar.d incidentally of mining. 
I have been acquainted v:ith the American 
liver since 1865. 
Examined it in 1865. 
In that year I purchased a claim at G- id 
Run, and subsequent to that I examined the 
counter with the staff of the State Geologi­ 
cal Su- ey. My acquaintance with the G. Id 
Run mine extends back to 1865. The head 
of that staff was Prof. Whitney. Msde 
that examination in 1870-1, aad for several 
years subsequent to that I assisted 
the staff and co operated with them 
I examined the mine3 with the Prussian Cem- 
miraion sent out here in 1876. I was con­ 
nected with Professor Raymond for eight 
years, from 1SC9 to 1876, and subsequently 
have been ia the employ of the Treasury De­ 
partment of the United States. Made a re­ 
port last yrar. Am still in that employment, 
making iepoit-i to the Government of the 
United States. Have examintd the Ameri­ 
can river with reference to the formation of 
the country. 
Q —Where do granite belts appear in the 
American river ? 
A —There is a granite belt extending from 
Folsom to very nesr the junction of the Mid­ 
dle and North Fork of the American river— 
a very extensive granite belt—and a very ex­ 
tensive granite belt in El Dorado county, that 
is on the South Fork. The line of the granite 
belt on the North Fork of tbe American river 
ceases about Auburn. There are extensive 
quarries at Penryn, Rocklin, and back of 
Pino. 
Q —W hat ii the character of that granite 
formation with reference to decomposition, 
wash and mica ? 
A.—It ia very easily decomposed hy Ihe 
action of the air—natural action. Ths natu­ 
ral wash of it, after decomposition has taken 
place, goes into the American river and its 
branches. There is a great deal of mica in 
granite. Tho rocks have a very large per­ 
centage of mica. I have crested the Ameri­ 
can river at almost every bar and every ford 
and every trail, up to Warner’s Bar. I 
never found any granite formation north of 
tho junction cf the Middle and North Forks 
of the American river. Have visited the 
Gold Run district two or three times every 
year sin:e 1865—probably on some occa-ions 
only once a year. Visited it as the agent of 
the United States Commissioner of Mining 
Statistics and also in tha capad y of mining 
expert; also as the owner of a claim adjoin­ 
ing the Gold Run Company; also as the 
agent of the Treasury Department. Visited 
t last during October of the present year. 
Visited it in 1865. A t that time they were 
working what we called there the upper 
benches. They are called technically benches. 
There were successive benches. From 1865 
to 1870 they were working cff the top 
berches. 
Q —Describe moro particularly the char­ 
acter of the material with reference to sand, 
stone, cobbles, bowlders, and material of that 
kind. 
A.—The material on the surface waB of a 
loamy character. It had evidently been a 
heavily timbered country. There was a great 
deal of loam. Underneath that loam there 
were different grades of gravel. As the 
bencheB were successively worked off the 
gravel became harder and mere impact, so 
to speak—contained more quartz. 
Q.—Was there any material in tbe shape 
of pipe-clay ? 
A.—Y es; pipe-clay was quite common 
there before 1870. It is a material that is 
almost destitute of grit, and it is a great en­ 
emy of the miner. It is very tough. It 
causes a great deal of trouble. The miner 
don’t like it. It is tongh, like putty. I never 
saw any since there. The sand there was 
mainly grains of quartz, but no mica. 
Q —What kind of sands carry mica, and 
especially whether quartz sands carry mica? 
A.—Quartz sands do not carry mica. 
Mica may result from the decomposition of 
granitic rock. 
Q.—Did you find granitic rock there? 
A.—I did not. I was specially engaged in 
searching for a granite belt above there, in 
connection with the Geological Survey. 
Q.—Are you acquainted with the duty of 
an inch of water upon snch material aa is to 
be found there in the top ? 
A.—I know the relative duty of an inch 
of water. I know what it would do approxi­ 
mately as well as anyone can. It would re­ 
move material of a soft nature—perhaps to 
the extent of s-iy ten or twelve cubic yards 
to 'he minora’ inch of the softer material, and 
even more. I have had measurements made 
especially for me. The grades were very 
steep at that time in the early days. The; 
have changed tha grades Where they were 
twelve inches they are now less ; sometimes 
six inches and less than that. Every miner 
has hi* own idea about grades. The bottom 
material in the Gold Run mine cannot be 
moved without the use of powder, because it 
is so compactly cemented that the force of 
water pr-jected against it woold have very 
little effect upon it unless it was broken 
up. 
The material remaining in the 
mine to be washed, ai I saw it in October, 
did not have a very great depth. It might 
be perhaps 60 feet at the point I eaw it. I 
did not average the depth. I know I went 
up a slope of a bank that was about 180 feet, 


j and I think a verticle depth of possibly 120 
I t t- J “m acquainted with the American river 
I from Warner s bridge down to Rice’s bridge. 
; It is said to be about 8 miles. I found it to 
be very full of tailings, composed of cobbles 
and sand and quartz pebbles, very firmly im­ 
pacted and to a very great depth. Where 
cobbles had been brought down and deposited 
in the stream the interstices had been filled 
with finer material, anff js became very com­ 
pact. It was eo solid that a wagon could he 
driven over. It ia a very goad road-bed. It 
is one of the finest road-beds I ever saw. 
Q.—How as to it» being moved ? 
A.—I do not think it cunid be moved. The 
material that I found there is very mtieh of 
the same character aa that now remaining in 
the Gold Run mice. 
Q —Did you visit the tunnel of tho Gold 
Run mine ? 
A.—I did not in October; but I have vie- 
ited it. 
Q.—With reference to the tunn-i, where is 
the dump of the Gold Run mine ? 
A.—The dump i f the Gold Run mine is 
directly into Canyon creek, but its final dump 
is in the North Fork. 
Q —Do I understand yon that it dumps in 
there, but the dump is down below ? 
A.—The dump is in the North Fork of ths 
American—its final dump. 
Q.—What íb the float enarae’er of the ma­ 
terial that has been worked in the Gold Run 
mines since 1876, and that remains there now 
to be worked ? 
A.—The fine material which wonld float, 
agitated in water, would amount to 7.j per 
cent., the balance of the material would be 
quite heavy. The upper material was very 
light. 
Q — Of the material worked since 1876, and 
now in the mines, what per cent of it wonld 
pas», for insta- ce, below Rice’s bridge ? 
O' jected to by the At ton.ey-General, on 
the gronr-.d that the witness had not been 
shown to be competent to testify on that sub­ 
ject.After a long argument on that point, the 
Court sustained the objection. 
Q.—Have you examined the sands ia the 
Gold Run mine ? 
A.—Yes, sir. 
Q —Have yon examined the sands in the 
American and Sacramento rivers opposite 
Sacramento? 
A.—I have in the American river opposite 
Sacramento. 
Q. [Showing witness bottle No. 8, contain­ 
ing gray sand deposited on the lands of Cap­ 
tain Hogden]—State whether the sands in 
that bottle aro of the same character of sands 
that are found iu the Gold Run mine. 
Objected to by tha Attorney-General, on 
the ground that the witness is not shown to 
be competent. 
The Court overruled the objection. 
A.—I state that thesa sands never came 
from the Gold Run mine. 
Y/itness was successively shown sample 
No. 10, taken from the Sacramento river at 
E, Dole’s ; No. 1—one-quarter cf a mi!o above 
Sacramento bridge ; No. 6—sand fonn.i at 
bar between the old mouth and new mou'.h of 
the American river ; No. 4—sand covering 
portion of laud uurth of Sacramento city, 
uear the American river, A. S. G. ; No. 7— 
sand found on lard - f A. Henley, opposite 
Sacramento city, in Yolo county ; No. 9—de­ 
posit of 1862 on land cf Greenlaw ; and an­ 
swered each in the same way ; that they did 
not come from the Gold Run mines. The 
last sample, he said, was mostly Joam, or 
vegetable soil. 
Q.—To what extent has yonr experience 
gone in the direction of examining sands? 
A.—Not more than ten years. I have 
studied it. My experience is practical and 
theoretical. 
Q.—Have you visited the drainage area of 
the American river this year ? 
A.—I have ; from the 5‘h of October up to 
the 20th or 22-1. 
Q —Iu making yonr observations, state the 
rente that you took. 
A.—I proceeded from here to Folsom. I 
crossed the river at, I think, Negro Bar. 
From there I went to Mormon Island, Sal­ 
mon Falls, Placerville, across the connirv to 
Georgetown ; thence across the Middle Fork 
of the American at Ford’s Bar, on the Mid­ 
dle Fork—not the Ford’s Bar referred t-> on 
the North Fork ; theDce to Todd’s Valley, 
Forest Hill, and around ths head of the can­ 
yons—Shirt-tail and Indian canyons—crossing 
at Warner’B Bar to Gold Run ; thenca down 
to Auburn, and then down on the river to the 
junction of the two forks. 
Q.—What was tbe condition of the Ameri­ 
can river at the time cf that visit ? 
A.—It was quite muddy at Sacrament-) 
here, and qnite muddy at Folsom. 
Q.—State if you know the cause of tha 
river bting remddy at that time. 
A —I ascertained the cause. It w-s the 
effect of mining operations and agricultural 
operations ; the acts of natnre probably con­ 
tributed some. 
Q.—At the time yon found the river muddy 
from tho causes referred to, state whether 
there was any hydraulic mining then being 
carried on at the Gold liun mines? 
A.—There was not. None at all. 
Q.—Describe, if you can, to what extent 
the river was muddy at that time, when no 
hydraulic mining operations were being car­ 
ried on in the Gold Rua mine ? 
A.—The North Fork of the American river 
was qnite clear—notably so. Tho Middle 
Fork carried a large amcunt of sediment in 
suspension. There were no hydraulic opera­ 
tions at that time. There was no water— 
nothing tj produce mud from hydraulic 
mining. 
Witness testified to the number of placer, 
quartz and drift claim*, and said that a large 
amount of material was put in the river by 
them. The quartz claims put in very fine 
material from the stamps. 
Cross examination (by Mr. Hart)—Became 
a mining expert ab ut the year Í870, as an 
associate of Pr- fessor Raymond. I was his 
depu’y in this State. My duty was the ex­ 
amination of mines, the compilation of sta­ 
tistical matter, the examination of methods 
of producing gold. Have studied mineralogy 
continuously since 1870. Made reports from 
1870 to 1876 to Professor Raymond, de­ 
scriptiva of mining ar,d its methods, and Ihe 
vari-uio methods of mining. That was my duty, 
and I endeavored to accomplish it. Tnere is 
abroad sense that is u ed in regard to hy­ 
draulic miuioe that applies to drift mining. 
Then, there is a mere limited sense in which 
the term is use-'. Tho term has an accepted 
technical meaning. The drift miners take the 
dirt oat through tunnels. 1 said that the 
tight to dump in the streams had never been 
disputed or questioned until this suit or Buits 
in this nature were commenced. I only 
speak of my own knowledge, and it is quite 
extensive. I know flrotn general repute that 
the Spring Valley Company is said to 
have bought a tract of land on which 
to dump. My distinction is that slickens is 
the finer material and debris the heavier. 
I do hot think that any two samples of slick­ 
ens would be the same. Slickens, so far as I 
know, I should say does contain some pro­ 
ductive qualities. Prof. Hawks, I think, 
lately made an analysis of slickeDg. I do not 
know that the analysis referred to was made 
at the request of the defendant in this ca*e. 
Slickens is silt, and (ilt is slickens ; it is the 
tine material carried in suspension in the 
water. Silt is undoubtedly a vegetable mat­ 
ter mixed with othir material. Quartz i< a 
mineral. Pure qnartz wonld be silica. Silt 
may be composed of a portion of silica, but 
silt, as it is carried down here, contains or­ 
ganic matter. I call organic matter that 
which comes from some plant, for instaLc>, 
that may have had life. I call silt that fine 
material that comes down the rivers in sus­ 
pension. This organic matter does not come 
from the mines. It comes from vegetable 
matter and soil. I have read a good deal on 
soils.Q.—Hew do you know what are the con­ 
stituent parts of silt ? 
Objected to on the ground that it is not 
cross-examination. 
The Court sustained the ohjectioi. 
Q.—Have you ever visited the North Fork 
of the American river ab-ve Canyon creek? 
A.—Y’es, sir ; have croeeed it many times. 
Have been at the summit of the Sierra Ne­ 
vada. There is a granite formation there. 
The granite extends down abont to Cisco, 
about 30 miles above Gold Run. Fr-m Gold 
Run station to Ciico is about 20 miles or 
more—abont 22 miles. I became acquainted 
with Gold Run in 1865. I bought a piece of 
ground there then. It is in the Gold Run 
district, adjoining the Indiana Hill mine. I 
examined very closely tha material being 
worked in the upper bench. There was not 
much of it reck. There were tine qnartz 
pebbles, but no bowlders. Last October 
I was

at the banks. The bs- ks presented a very 
different appearance. Tne upper washings 
were of finer material. The material that 
existed there in 1855 has been all washed 
sway. There are walls left. Tbe banks wers 
waste! up to the rim.

There 
was more rock in the center of the 
channel. 
There might have been _ one 
or mere bowlders in tbe old surface washings, 
but coarser recks were not common there. 
The material that was washed awsy wan 
an impacted mars of quartz gravel. It did 
not contain any large rock. Is wss washed

The Assassin's Trial—Cnlteau Again Ex* 
cited. 
W a sh in gto n, Decembfr 22J.—Guitean 
came into Court this morr.iug apparently un­ 
der some strong extit,ement. 
_ Colonel Charles Reed took a seat by his 
Bide and whispered something to him. 
Guiteau, striking the table violently, began 
to expostulate, saying, “ I won’t do anything 
of the kind.” 
At thia point Scovilio whispered some ex­ 
postulation, when Guiteau angrily said to 
him: ,-I won’t have you compromising my 
case by your foolish qnestions. You must 
get off my case if you can’t stop compromis­ 
ing it.” 
A whispered consultation between tho 
three mentioned seemed to result in pccify- 
ing the prisoner, who looked up with a smile 
and said : ** I was going to make a speech, 
hut I have cbaDged my mind, and guess I 
won’t do it.” 
He then busied himeelf opening his mail, 
remarking: “ This is the first time I have 
opened my mail myself for some time.” 
Dr. Theodore Diamond, of Auburn, N. Y., 
who had been summoned for the defense sd<Í 
retained hy the prosecution, was called to the 
stand. The witness believed, judging by tbe 
evidence he had listened to, including that of 
the prisoner himself, aud from the appear­ 
ance and conduct cf the prisoner, that he is a 
sane man. 
Tha hypothetical qnestions put to Dr. 
Worcester yesterday were thet:re>d to witness, 
and he replied, “ I should say he was fane." 
Scoville asked how old a pl-ysicUn ought to 
be liefore he could distil gmsh between a sane 
and insane man. 
The doctor said he himself was not yet old 
enough to ro di-tinguish. 
Guiteau broke in with a compliment to 
witness, and called tho attention of the an- 
dience to the fact that he was letting Scovilfe 
ta'k tc-day. 
“ I opened my mail Ibis morning,” said 
Guite »u, holding up twenty or rnoru letters ; 
“ pretty good mail, too, and only one crank 
letter in the whole lot. They aro all from 
hig’ -toned people, too. They art- beginning 
to think Lettrr of me outside. High-tourd 
ladies aro sending fo,- my antograuh. They 
think I am a big man, but I don’t care a snap 
whether I am a big muu or a little one.” 
The prisoner then busied hitoeeif reading 
his le itera, and soon broke Out again, trying: 
“ Well, I did not noti. e this l-efore. Ladies 
and gentlemen, Ibav? just received a letter 
from Dr. Spitzka. Ho says he has received 
200 luttcis congratulating ki n on his testi­ 
mony, and only two threatening ones. This 
is a pretiy good showing, I think, wfceu ha 
came h»r<! for nothing and didn’t get a cent, 
while these fellows aie handsomely paid hy 
the Government.

L ondon, December 221.—Tho following 
telegram was received at tho London office 
of the New York Herald at twenty minnter 
past 2 o’clock this mornii g :

THE “ J£ANNETTE,” 
Mr. Kenn&D, of New York, has written 
a very interesting letter giving his views of 
the best means of relieving the crew of 
the Jeannette. 
Having traveled on the 
Lena river to Irkutsk and Jakutsk, he is 
familiar with the country, and is able to 
give a great deal of valuable information 
on this subject. He is of the opinion that 
it would be useless to send a vessel to the 
mouth of the Lena, inasmuch as she could 
not get there before next summer or fall, 
and that, of course, puta such an expedi­ 
tion out of tbe question. He thinks that 
the people of ths Jeannette ought, provided 
they are able to travel, to proceed with as 
little delay as possible to Irkutsk. He 
states, however, that the journey is a very 
rough and tedious one. Probably it would 
take more than a month under the most 
favorable circumstances, and if the men 
are weak and ill it might be altogether too 
much for them. The presumption is that 
they are weak and ill. At least we have 
already been told that all the crew of 
Lieutenant De Long’s boat were suffering 
from frost-bitten limbs, and such injuries 
may very easily proceed to mortification 
and death if food is insufficient or of poor 
quality. It is very improbable that men in 
this state conld undertake a long and 
toilsome land journey, during which they 
would not only be subjected to incessant 
jeltings, bat also to a temperature so low 
as to endanger an aggravation of their in­ 
juries. In fact it seems probable that the 
rescued men will have to stay at the month 
of the Lena until they have recovered 
their strength, and as this is likely to take 
some time the wisest course might be to 
send an abundant supply of whatever is 
most needed by them, to their present 
place of Bojourn. Certainly it would be 
a great mistake to hurry them forward be­ 
fore they are in a condition to travel, for 
such haste would be very apt to cause 
the loss of the weaker members before they 
reached home. After the sufferings they 
have undergone Nature will insist upon a 
period of complete rest and repose ; and 
unless they can have this in snch a way as 
to break their journey, we fear that many 
of them will sink under the hardships of 
the aledge-drive to Jakutsk. 


THE “ MACHINE" IN 
PENNSYLVANIA. 
The Clan Cameron is evidently on the 
war-path, not only in Pennsylvania, but 
in Congress, and it has thns far had every­ 
thing its own way. In the State there has 
for some time been a growing dissatisfac­ 
tion, which daring the last campaign took 
form in a tentative effort at reform. It 
was too feebly urged to shake the suprem­ 
acy of the politicians who have controlled 
the State so long, but it met with so hearty 
a popular reception as mast have convinced 
Cameron that a second experiment of the 
same kind would imperil his rule. 
And therefore he and his lieutenants are 
bent upon crashing out all resistance now 
that they have the power, and forcing the 
lukewarm and hostile Republicans to sub­ 
mit to discipline. No donbt the “ ma­ 
chine” men are shrewd in their generation, 
but there are already signs that the one- 
man power is resented, and that even poli­ 
ticians are preparing to rebel against the 
Camerons. Severity and audacity are per­ 
haps the lest cards the latter now hold, 
but they are by no means the best cards in 
the pack, and behind them there is noth­ 
ing. The Camerons may swing the “ ma­ 
chine ” whip for a time, but they are 
approaching a period when they will have 
to encounter thi sdverse opinion not only 
of their own State but o’ the whole conn- 
try, and they will then have to realize that 
the “ nr achino ” is not everything, no mat­ 
ter how skillfully it be handled. 


The slight tilt in the Senate between 
Beck and Hoar on the tariff question, and 
the resolution asking for information as to 
the rates of protective duties in France 
and Germany, and the rates of the wages 
of labor in Europe, together indicate that 
the session just opened will be devoted 
largely to these subjects. Hoar’s bun­ 
combe speech about the workingmen of 
Massachusetts was very neatly capped by 
Beck, in the remark that notwithstanding 
the nominally high rate of wages in Massa­ 
chusetts, $500 there will purchase leas of 
the necessaries of life than $300 in Eng­ 
land. And Mr. Hoar might also have been 
asked whether it is equitable to make every­ 
thing dearer for four-fifths of the labor of 
the country in order that one-fifth shall have 
artificially high wages, for that is about 
the proportion of “ protected” labor to 
unprotected. No doubt Air. Hoar finds it 
necessary to stand up for a system which 
is erroneously supposed by a very influ­ 
ential part of his constituents to improve 
their condition, but it does not follow that 
all the rest of the country ought to take 
the same view of the matter, and it would 
not follow even if his political economy 
was as correct as it is incorrect. And Sen­ 
ator Beck struck one of the weakest places 
in the armor of Protection when he re­ 
ferred to the vital question of the relative 
purchasing power of wages. For the truth 
is that the tariff takes away with one hand 
what it gives with the other, even in the 
case of the workingmen who are supposed 
to profit most by it. It may sometimes 
raise their wages, though this is by no 
means necessary, and in fact Mr. Blaine’s 
late pamphlet on the cotton trade, which 
wc reviewed recently, shows that at the 
present time the New England mills 
pay very little higher wages, even nomi­ 
nally. than those of Manchester. The 
rates of wages in Massachusetts and Eng­ 
land, in that trade at least, are almost on 
a level, but when we come to examine the 
relative purchasing power of those wages, 
the comparison is all in favor of England. 
During the past few years there has been 
a steady rise in prices in this conntry, and 
it has been recently estimated that this rise 
at present amounts to an increase of not 
less than thirty-five percent. A great part 
of this is the result of that insidious infla­ 
tion of the currency which has been going 
on under the silver-coinage law. Other 
causes, however, have helped the enhance 
ment, and the tariff has forced it home 
upon the consumer. And the consumer is 
the protected laborer, among other people. 
Whatever increase of wages he receives 
through the tariff is much more than coun­ 
terbalanced by the increase in the cost of 
living which that instrument causes. Nor 
have wages risen to keep pace with the 
rise in prices. They have rather fallen, 
and the general consequence is that despite, 
or indeed because of, the tariff, the condi­ 
tion of the Eastern workingmen is less sat­ 
isfactory than it has been for years. Sen­ 
ator Hoar of course does his best, being of 
counsel for the Protectionist mill-owners, 
to convince the laborers that it is their in­ 
terest to resist any modification of the tar­ 
iff. Yet if they understood their own in­ 
terest they would realize that they are los­ 
ing far more than they gain by the legisla­ 
tion which makes them pay three and four 
prices for everything they wear and use, 
and that they could afford to live mnch 
better upon lower wages, if the purchasing 
power of their money was increased by al­ 
lowing them to buy in the cheapest market. 
But whether the New England working 
men uo or do not understand theii own in­ 
terests, tbe workingmen and people gener 
ally outside of the traditional Btrongholds 
of Protection ought by this time to realize 
that they are being sacrificed in the most 
unjustifiable way. 
The great West, in 
short, is being made a hewer of wood and 
a drawer of water for the East, for Massa­ 
chusetts and Pennsylvania and Maine and 
New York. The millions who labor to 
produce our breadstuffs and our stock have 
no tariff to bolster them up. They are 
bciDg forced to pay as high as forty per 
cent, on an average for the pleasure of see­ 
ing a few hundred thousands of Eastern 
workingmen receive a wage which is not 
ten per cent, higher than the English rate, 
and which falls below the latter in pur­ 
chasing power nearly fifty per cent. This 
is the mathematics of Protection. It is on 
a par, as regards intelligence, with the in­ 
genuity of the Chinaman in Lamb’s story, 
who could imagine no better way of roast­ 
ing pork than by burning his house down 
every time he wanted a feast. Protection 
is the moBt costly hobby a nation can ride, 
and it is also one of the most demoralizing. 
For when men have learned to cheat and 
swindle one another under the pretext of 
benefiting the whole country, they are ripe 
for repudiation, fraudulent bankruptcy, de­ 
falcation, and general corruption both in 
and oat of politics. And Protection is a 
doctrine which necessitates dishonesty in 
practice, because its essence is inequity. It 
is a patent method of supporting industry 
by making those who do not share its pro­ 
fits pay for it, and in that sense it is ne 
better than highway robbery. 
If the State Department furnishes the 
information for which the Senate has 
applied, without doctoring the statistics in 
aDy way, there will be a very embarrassing 
showing for the tariff men. As a matter 
of fact much of the information required 
is already available. It is to be found in 
the Consular Reports on Labor in Europe 
which were published by the Government 
in 1S79. Since that time all the changes 
which have occurred have been unfavorable 
to American labor. Prices have risen gen­ 
erally, and wages have remained stationary, 
or have fallen. It is not trne that, as Mr. 
Hoar says, the wages of the American 
workingman have been maintained at a 
high rate for twenty years. We are satis­ 
fied that a perfectly unbiased comparison 
will prove the present American rates (taking 
relative purchasing power into account) 
to be considerably below the prevailing 
English rates. We know that the English 
workingman has an advantage of at least 
40 per cent, in a large line of articles of 
consumption, and we also know that Amer­ 
ican wages are not 20 per cent, higher than 
the English, and, as we have said, in some 
cases not 10 per cent, higher. When, 
therefore, the facts have been gathered, 
the tariff men in Congress will have their 
hands full if they purpose to fight the 
campaign tut w ith argument. But they 
know better than to encounter that risk. 
They will proceed by parliamentary 
strategy, and if they can defeat tariff 
reform without being obliged to diseñas it, 
they will certainly not be anxions to chal­ 
lenge debat?.

To Hon. Frederick Frehnghuy-en, Secretary, 
Washington, D. C.: Immediately’upon receipt of 
the first news from the St. Petersburg correspondent 
about the Jeannette, saying that 6,000 roubles were 
needed, I transferred that sum bv telegraph through 
Messrs. Rothschilds to General IgnatieS at St. Pe­ 
tersburg, with a request to draw on me for any 
further sums required for the succor and comfort of 
Captain De Long and his pirty. I have to-day re­ 
ceived the following telegram from General Ig­ 
natieS : 
•‘Have hastened to communicate to your corre­ 
spondent the news received from Yakoutsk, and 
have given orders to the Governor to take the 
most energetic measures for the rescue of the ship­ 
wrecked crew, together with authority to undertake 
alt necessary expense, for which I have promised to 
reimburse him. 
CUM PTE IGNATIEFF.” 
You will see by this that everything possible is 
being done by the Russ’an Government to secure 
the safety and speedy return of Captain De Long 
and his men. If you or the Secretary of the Navy 
have any suggestions, I shall do my utmost to act 
upon them. I intend to send a sptcial correspond­ 
ent to meet the party on Its way here, and as it will 
he gome days before he starts, perhaps you or the 
Secretary of the Navy might wish to take advantage 
of the opportunity to send dispatches or forward 
messages from relatives and friends of tbe 
party. My correspondent at St. Petersburg 
telegraphs me that the distance by wagon to the 
point where the crew ate is 4,000 miles, requiring 
for a sirgle traveler, provided with a papier de 
faveur, at least a month.

THE TRUSTEES AND FREE WATER AT 
AGRICULTURAL PARK. 
E ds. Recobd-Ukion : All well-regulated 
agricultural and racmg societies in the United 
States furnish free stabling and free water 
to the racing fraternity. For twenty five 
years the city has made no charge for water 
at the Park, except to the boarding-house. 
That has always paid water rent, and never 
objected. Some time in the month of April 
last the faucets were all shut ‘ff on» refusal 
of trainers c-f horses to pay rent. We at that 
time asked to have the water turned on, 
which was refused unless we would be respon­ 
sible to the city, to which we agreed. The 
Board indorsed my action, and voted to give 
the water free to the trainers, as the city has 
heretofore done. Now, who objects? It is 
some one who keeps a training stable on the 
outside, but uses the track free. The State 
Fair, by being held at Sacramento, turns 
$250,000 into the money-drawers of the tax­ 
payers of this city. There are other cities 
that would like to have it removed to their 
limits. Purses of many thousands of dollars 
have already been subscribed, and fine 
grounds in addition (no doubt they will add 
free water), to offer to the State at a filtiug 
time, to have this institution moved from our 
midst. It is not seventy dollars that we 
want (although we refuse no liberality that 
the city may offer), hut a generous, liberal 
treatment from the city, whose taxpayers 
reap a large annual harvest. We want to be 
free from the annoyance that a charge for 
water would subject us to ; and we want the 
Society free from the charge of parsimony, 
which would be laid at its door if the city 
imposes a water rent. That is all we want.

I do n o t know 
w hether the sam e ones are there now or not. 
T hey are in the center of the channel, and 
they are fair representatives of th e m aterial 
th a t has been washed out. 
T here is little 
difference betw een them . 
N ex t below the 
loam y soil th e gravel was of a reddish color. 
Y ou did not strik e the blue color until you got 
down to w ithin about 30 feet of th e bed-rock.

O. N . M orse sw orn—I arrived in Sacra­ 
m ento on the 17th of October, 1840, and then 
w ent direct to the m ines.

ram ento on tbe 2J day of Ja n u ary , 1850. 
On 
th a t night Sacram ento C ity w as flooded. 
I 
could go all ever the city during th a t flood in 
a boat. 
W hen I woke up in the m orning I 
found about two feet of w ater in m y room. 
I bought a boat and w ent to boating in the 
city. 
W e got an cunee apiece for taking 
passeDgers from the city to S u tter’s to r t. 
I had a p artn er w ith 
me iu 
the 
boat 
business. 
W e 
boated 
for 
several 
days. 
T here was a deep slough betw een F ro n t and 
Second streets, 
I rem ained in the city u n til 
the first of A pril. 
T here was quite a rise of 
w ater in M arch. 
B urins: the second rise of 
w ater there was not sufficient w ater on K 
street to fl *at a boat. 
The w ater th a t flooded 
the city in 1850 cam e from the A m erican 
river. 
The roads leading to Sacram ento were 
very bad. 
I engaged for a short tim e in the 
keeping of a restaurant. 
A fterw ards hired 
o ut as a team ster. 
The roads leading to the 
city were in a very bad condition u n til in 
A pril. 
W e ran onr boat out to S u tter’s F o rt. 
Cross-exam ination (by M r. Cadw alader)— 
I can’t tell you when the rain commenced in 
1849. 
A great deal of rain fell in N ovem ber 
and December, and a considerable portion of 
Ja n u ary . 
K street, in 1849, was in its n a tu ­ 
ral condition. 
I t was crossed by nnm erous 
sloughs. 
A ll of the city was covered by the 
w aters of the flood except a sm all portion of 
the public equare. 
The banks of the river 
w ere m ostly o ut of the w ater. 
T hera were 
very few houses below E Btreet a t th a t tim e. 
A g reat deal of the transportation during 
1850 was dons by pack anim als. 
T he rains 
d u rirg th a t w inter were very heavy. 
I do 
not know the day of the m onth in M arch of 
1859 when th e city was flooded. 
I k ep t a 
restau ran t on K street, betw een F ro n t and 
Second, daring Ja n u a ry and F ebruary, 1850. 
A ll the buildings in the city were m ade of 
canvas. 
T he C ity H otel, I th ink, was tha 
only w eoden structure iu th e city. 
There 
w ere very few trees w ithin the city lim its. 
W . A. Skidm ore cross-exam ined (by M r. 
H a r t) —There is a difference in th e am ount 
of w ater u -rd in d rift m ining and hydraulic 
m ining. 
T he m aterial from a d rift m ice is 
n ot s > laroe as th a t from a hy d rau 'ic mine. 
T his depends, however, on the am ount and 
character of the m aterial to be drifted. 
A 
cubic yard of stone weighs generally abont 
tw o tone. 
T he d u ty of a stam p a t the Pacific 
m ill is about one and a half tons. I never have 
estim ated the am ount of m aterial wa-hed ont 
of the Cold llu n m ine. 
T he B ald M ountain 
d iift mine iu S ierra county extracts a g reat 
am ount of m aterial. 
I know of about 100 
d rift mines in the S tate. 
T he m ines of the 
D ardanelles Com pany are equally as well 
fitted to w ork as the C old R un M iuing Com­ 
pany. 
T he N orth Bloomfield, I consider, is 
b etter fitted out for w o rk irg th an the G-dd 
R u n m ine. 
I consider the C old R un m ine a 
first-class mine in every respect. 
G ranite has 
a greater specific gravity th an slate rock.

cubic foot of th a t -and w ould weigh eighty or 
ninety pounds. 
[W itness describee! the m an­ 
n er in which he arrived a t the specific gravity 
of m inerals.] 
R e-direct (to M r. D ibble)—T he average 
hight of the w orkings a t th e G old R un m ine 
are about 200 feet. 
T he rim rock is th e sides 
of the chanuel of tbe ancient riv^r beds. 
T h e rim rook in the C old R u n m ine is a slate 
form ati n.

The light m aterial of the m ine will 
float fu rth er and wash easier th an th a low er 
m aterial. 
M r. D ibble—W e propose to show by the 
w itness th a t th e m aterial com ing from the 
low er bench of the G old R u n m ine, th a t h ai 
been washed in th e last five years, and th a t 
which will hereafter be washed, cannot, over 
tw o per cent, of it, be tran sp o rted below 
R ice’s bridge. 
O bjected to b y M r. H a rt. 
T he C ourt sustained the objection. 
Counsel for defense excepts. 
W itness resum ing—T he N o rth Bloomfield 
m iue has the largest tunnel of any m ine th a t 
I kcow of, being 8 700 feet in length, besides 
m any branches. 
T hey have enorm ous reser­ 
voirs and extensive ditches. 
H artfo rd A nderson sw ore— I reside in the 
tow n of Folsom . 
1 settled about a mile be­ 
low th a t place in the fall of 1850. 
I first be­ 
cam e acquainted w ith the A m erican river a t 
N egro Bar, in Decem ber, 1849. 
I have been 
engaged in m iuing the greater p art of the 
tim e sioee 1849. 
I notice th a t the w inter 
fio d i each year level down tbe tailing dum ps 
I 
I the river. 
T here were ten or tw elve sluices 
on Texas H ill a t one tim e. 
There were a 
g reat m any m ore m ining, opposite on M issis­ 
sippi Bar. 
1 h iv e seen tailing-dum ps extend 
alm ost across th e river. 
H ave seen tailing- 
dum ps of gravel, sm all rock and sand, from 
tw elve to fifteen feet high. 
T he w inter floods 
w ould level down and flatten them out. 
The 
sand generally floats farther down the river. 
T ailings, 
where 
they 
have 
been 
de­ 
posited by w ater, are very solid. I recollect the 
condition of the A m erican river in 1850 very 
well. T he filling cf the river opposite Folsom 
is m uch deeper th an below. 
O pposite Negro 
B ar I th in k tb e filÜDg is from twenty-five to 
th irty feet iu depth. 
F rom th a t point to 
Sailor's B ar it will average from fifteen to 
tw en ty feet.

W itness described a t considerable length the 
mine3 in the vicinity of Folsom . 
Jo h n M cB eth, sworn (to M r. D ib b le)- I 
re s id e in B u tte c unty. 
H ave been in C ali­ 
fornia since 1S53, and have been engaged 
p rincipally in m ining during th a t tim e. 
I 
am S uperintendent of tb e S p rirg V alley 
Com pany. 
I am acquainted w ith S.twmill 


ravine, in Yuba county. 
The land belong. 
,ng to tbe com pany vouch i represent le ­ 
ón both s’',»s of the ravine. 
Ahnn» 700 or 800 
acres on D ry creek have been covered from 
one m en to tnree feet in depth. 
Tn«-e sliok- 
ens come from the Cherokee hydraulic miner. 
these elickens have been a benefit to the 
adobe land. 
I t has im proved the value of 
the land fully one-third. 
W e raise cereals— 
w h eat and barley—on th is slickens deposit. 
W e have had t e t'e r crop3 after one year's 
m ixing w ith the adobe th an ever before. 
A 
foot c f slickens w ill im prove th9 soil to th e 
extent of four or five bushels of w heat to the 
ac-e. 
I t has increased the vaina trom 85 to 
$10 an acre. 
A ll the w ater carrying slickens 
is utilized by running it over land to increase 
its fertility.

T here is a deposit on K ettle’s farm of four 
feet. 
L a st year he raised a fine crop of core, 
and it is now sum m er fallowed to w heat. W e 
plow ten inches deep. 
T he old S pring V al­ 
ley C om pany have 1,000 acres th a t th ey are 
depositing slickens upon a t this tim e. 
Cros3 exam ination (by M r. C adw alader)— 
T he land Í3 generally lost the first year after 
the slickens is p u t on. 
W e level up our 
fields by filling up the low places by running 
debris upon them . 
I wculd prefer slickens 
itself to th e black abobe soil. 
I know from 
experience th a t they are more productive. 
T he m ines th a t send us down these fertilizing 
slickens are from ten to fifteen m iles d istant. 
I live about tw o miles east of 5ielson. 
T here 
are no agricultural la n d ' at th e m onth of t i e 
canal. 
Some of Colby’s land w as covered 
slightly w ith slickens. 
W arren G reen’s land 
is covered shout an inch deep. 
W e gavo him 
perm ission to take this slickens w ater from 
our canal and run it over h 8 land.

Rule 1. 
All cuttings r f grapevines made in this 
State for sale, gift or distribution outside tbe viue- 
yard, or vineyards, where the same were grown, and 
intended for new’ plantations, shall be made solely 
of the wood of the preceding year’s g ro w th ; all 
older wocd to be carefully and thoroughly removed 
before leaving tho vineyard where made, and to b# 
immediately dcstioyed by fire, if removed from such 
cuttings wherever stized by any duly authorized in­ 
spector for any evasion or infraction of this rule. 
The rex*: n of this rule is th at the winter egg of the 
phylloxera vastatrix is according to the best au­ 
thorities, found only on the old wood. 
Rule 2. All cuttings of grapevines, and rooted 
grajievines, imported from any region or country 
outside this State, intended for sale, gift or distribu­ 
tion for plantation in this State, shall be disinfected 
at the place of first consignment w ithin this Slat* 
before being further distributed or planted, the 
method of disinfection to bo at tne option of the 
owner or agent iu charge of the said cuttings or 
vines, according to any one of the following method*, 
viz.: 


First—Dissolve sulpbo carbonate of potash in cold 
wra te r; projiortion?, 10 pounds of sulplio carbonate, 
to 100 gallons of w ater; immerse cuttings and rooted 
vines fifteen minutes. 
Second—Dissolve Little’s soluble phenyle by pour­ 
ing upon it cold water in the proportion of 50 gal­ 
lons of water to one gallon of the phenyle ; immerse 
cut.ings a» d rooted vines ten n.i: utcs. 
Third—Take two parts heavy oil of coal tar, two 
parts w ater and one part carbonate of potash, or 
carbonate of soda; put in a covtred vessel and heat 
gently to boiling point for one h o u r; replace water 
lo6t by evaporation ; pour into suitable vessels and 
agitate violently ; dilute with 50 p u £ s of cold wa­ 
ter ; immerse cuttings and rooted vines 10 m inutes. 
Fourth—Dissolve carbolic acid crystals in water, 
in proportion of one pound of acid to 20 gallons of 
w ater; immerse cuttings and rooted vines ten min­ 
utes. 
Fifth—Dissolve sulphide of potash in the propor­ 
tion of one pound to 20 gallons of w ater; burners* 
cuttings and rooted vines twenty minute*. 
Sixth—Dilute one part of “ liver of lime ” in 20 
ports of water ; immerse cuttings and rooted vines 
ten m inutes. 
[N. B.—To make 41 liver of lime” take 
one pound quicklime, one pound sulphur, one gal­ 
lon w ater; mix ; boil over quick fire to cnc-hali of 
volume ; ag tate before u sin g ; dilute with 20 parts 
of water to one part of 44 liver of lime ”J 
Any other efficacious method may be used, pro­ 
vided due notice is given to this office and the »am« 
be approved. 
IN S P E C T O R ?. 


For the convenience and protection of all inter­ 
ested parties throughout the State there will be 
appointed lo-.*al residí n t inspectors, as provided for 
by law, for each section or region where vine grow­ 
ers desire the same, and upon the application of any 
three such neighboring growers, or parties intend­ 
ing during the coming season to plant vines, such 
application to be addressed to this office, and to be ac­ 
companied, whenever practicable, with nominations 
of suitable persons for the office of Inspector. 
The 
other Inspectors required by law will be appointed 
by this office.

All persons planting new vineya ds within the 
State arc advised aud strongly urged to consider all 
roots and cuttings suspected, regardless of origin, 
and to thoroughly disinfect them, thereby accom­ 
plishing the destruction of all possible gerni9 of in­ 
sect pests upon them , as well as also those of fun­ 
goid disease, which are becoming dangerous in aJI 
parts of tbe country. 


C E R T IF IC A T E * . 


For the further convenience of vine growers, cer­ 
tificates shall De i.-fciiL-d by any Inspector residing 
near the vineyard of the applicant, or the person in 
charge of cuttings or rooted vines, setting foi th 
th at the provisions of Rule 2 have been complied 
with, and shall be entitled to charge in each case 
not exceeding 60 cents for such certificates made out 
in duplicate, one ccrtificite being sufficient to cover 
any quantity of cuttings or rooted vines in the pos­ 
sesio n of the applicant th at may be satisfactorily 
shown to the said Inspect r to have been disinfected. 
Certificates of disinflation shsll likewise be given 
any applicant who desires th e same, and who ¿hall 
satisfactorily show to tho Inspector th at cu rings and 
rooted vines, other than such a? are required to be 
disinfected by Rule 2, have been properly disin­ 
fected in accordance with the recoiumendatmns of 
this office.

Rule 3. All Packages and the packing materials 
comiug into the State with im ported cuttings and 
vints (referred to in Rule 2) shall be disinfected, at 
the time of dirin/eeting the contents thereof, by ira- 
mere.ng in or washing with any of the solutions 
namedi n Rule 2, provided th at th e ’strength of the 
same, in case of mere washing, shall be increased by 
the reduction of the w ater in the same to or.e-fourth 
the relative propoi tions named ; if not disinfected, 
such packages and [lacking m aterials shall be de­ 
stroyed by fire.
